LIMEHURST  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  to  the  Sanitary 
condition  of  your  District  for  1906. 

Boundaries. — The  District  lies  mainly  between  the 
County  Borough  of  Oldham  on  the  north,  the  Borough  of 
Ashton-under-Lyne  on  the  south,  the  Borough  of  Mossley  on 
the  east,  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Failsworth  and  Droylsden 
on  the  west.  In  addition  there  is  a  portion  altogether 
detached,  and  surrounded  by  the  Springhead  and  Lees  Urban 
Districts  and  the  County  Borough  of  Oldham.  The  extent 
of  the  District  being  shown  in  that  it  is  five  miles  across 
(crowflight)  from  N.E.  to  S.W.

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The  population  being  1901  census — 10338,  an  increase  of 
1318  persons  during  the  previous  decade. 

With  the  exception  of  the  parishes  of  Cross  Bank, 
Bardsley,  and  Waterloo,  the  District  is  entirely  rural  and 
varies  in  height  from  250  feet  to  950  feet  above  Ordnance 
datum.  The  District  lies  upon  the  grit  and  coal  formations.

This  year’s  death  rate  is  the  lowest  that  has  ever  been 
recorded. 
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Infantile  Mortality  — The  proportion  of  Deaths  of 
children  under  one  year  to  each  i,ooo  registered  births  is 
equal  to  123. 

At  the  end  of  my  report,  Table  V.  gives  an  analysis  of 
the  causes  and  time  of  occurrence,  in  weeks  and  months,  of 
deaths  under  one  year.  It  will  be  seen  that  twenty-three  per 
cent,  of  the  total  of  34  occurred  under  one  month.  Between 
the  ages  of  one  month  and  twelve  months  10  deaths  were 
caused  by  Diarrhoea,  two  in  August,  six  in  September,  and 
two  in  October.  These  latter  deaths  I  should  attribute  to 
the  exceptional  warm  weather  during  these  months.

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Diarrhcea. — Of  the  n  deaths  from  this  disease  two 
occurred  in  Bardsley,  seven  in  Waterloo,  and  two  in  Alt. 

Phthisis. — One  death  at  Bardsley,  one  at  Cross  Bank, 
one  at  Little  Moss,  eight  at  Waterloo,  three  at  Woodhouses. 

Measles.— On  October  6th,  I  received  information  of 
several  cases  of  Measles  at  Bardsley.  On  inquiry  I  found 
that  the  attendance  at  the  Infant  Schools,  Bardsley,  was 
45  per  cent,  below  normal.  I  closed  the  school  on  October  8th 
for  a  month.  Three  deaths  occurred  in  this  parish — two  in 
October,  one  in  December.  A  similar  outbreak  commenced 
at  Woodhouses.  In  this  case  I  found  that  at  the  Church  and 
the  British  Schools  the  attendance  in  the  first  case  had 
dropped  33  per  cent.,  in  the  latter  50  per  cent.  I  closed  both 
schools  on  November  5th,  re-opening  them  on  the  25th.  No 
deaths  took  place  in  this  parish,  but  a  death  occurred  at 
Cross  Bank  during  December. 

In  both  cases  Measles  being  a  non-notifiable  disease  in 
Limehurst  I  had  to  get  the  sanction  of  two  members  of  the 
Council,  in  accordance  with  the  Education  Act,  before  closing 
any  of  the  schools.

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Smallpox. — During  the  year  there  were  23  cases  reported, 
10  were  vaccinated,  13  unvaccinated.  The  disease  was 
prevalent  during  the  following  months  :  One  case  in  January, 
one  in  April,  four  in  June,  12  in  July,  three  in  August,  one  in 
November,  one  in  December.  Twenty  of  the  cases  occurred 
in  Waterloo,  three  at  Bardsley.  Fifty  per  cent,  were  under 
15  years  of  age. 

On  the  evening  of  July  21st,  I  received  information  that 
a  man  named  Ashton,  of  30,  Gordon  Street,  Waterloo,  had 
knowingly  taken  three  of  his  children,  who  were  infected 
with  the  disease,  to  a  small  hut,  on  the  Ashton-under-Lyne 
Moss  near  by.  After  an  extensive  search  they  were  found 
and  removed  to  Hospital  the  following  morning.  The  man 
was  afterwards  prosecuted,  and  a  conviction  obtained  for 
exposing  his  children  whilst  suffering  from  an  infectious 
disease. 

All  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Joint  Hospital  at 
Hartshead  immediately  on  notification,  none  of  them 
terminating  fatally. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Twenty-three  cases  were  reported 
during  the  year.  Eleven  of  them  occurred  during  the  March 
quarter,  the  remaining  cases  being  spread  over  the  ensuing 
months.  Wherever  a  case  appeared  it  was  isolated  at  home, 
and  on  its  recovery  the  place  was  thoroughly  fumigated  and 
the  bedding,  &c.  disinfected. 

On  December  18th  I  received  a  telephonic  communica¬ 
tion  concerning  a  case— a  girl,  aged  15  years,  in  the  employ 
and  living  at  the  Oldham  Golf  Club,  Lees  Road,  Alt  My 
Inspector  visited  the  place  and  found  it  in  rather  an  in¬ 
sanitary  condition.  He  suggested  several  improvements, 
which  have  since  been  carried  out.  The  case  was  removed, 
at  the  expense  of  the  members  of  the  Club,  to  West  Hulme 
Hospital,  Oldham,  there  being  no  place  for  receiving  such 
cases  in  our  District. 

In  all  other  cases  of  infectious  dis<  ase  the  houses, 
bedding,  &c.,  were  fumigated  and  disinfected.  Disinfecting 
powder  and  fluid  is  supplied  free.

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Industries. — The  main  industry  is  that  of  cotton 
spinning  and  manufacturing. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. — There  are  in  the 
district  seven  cotton  mills,  two  print  and  bleach  works,  three 
iron  and  roller  works  one  wheelwright’s  shop,  one  rope 
works,  one  medicated  sweet  works,  five  quarries,  and  one 
colliery.  Every  mill  and  workshop  has  been  systematically 
visited  and  inspected,  and  I  find  that  the  owners  pay  every 
possible  attention  to  their  sanitary  arrangements  and  the 
health  and  safety  of  the  persons  employed  therein.  All  are 
provided  with  adequate  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  and 
in  every  case  are  found  modern  in  construction  and  within 
the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

With  regard  to  Sections  1 07-110  of  this  Act,  dealing  with 
Home  Work — i.e.,  where  work  is  done  for  factory  or  workshop 
at  home — I  advised  my  Inspector  to  make  searching  in¬ 
quiries.  This  he  has  done,  and  has  failed  to  find  any  case  of 
the  work  mentioned  being  carried  out  at  home.  This  is  due 
probably  to  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  the  people  in  this 
district  have  been  trained  from  an  early  age  for  work  in  the 
numerous  cotton  factories  in  and  around  the  district ;  and 
in  the  spinning  of  yarn  and  manufacture  of  cloth  there  is  no 
process  which  can  be  carried  out  at  the  home  of  the  employe 

Smoke  Nuisance. — During  the  year  several  smoke 
observations  have  been  taken  of  mill  and  workshop  chimneys. 
Owners  are  particularly  careful  to  prevent  the  emission  of 
black  smoke,  and  no  cause  for  complaint  has  arisen  in  this 
respect. 

House  Accommodation. — The  house  accommodation  is 
fairly  adequate,  being  mainly  of  the  cottage  or  artisan  class, 
with  a  sufficiency  of  air-space  surrounding  them,  and  the 
streets  not  less  than  12  yards  in  width.  In  one  or  two  lots  of 
property  brought  to  my  notice  the  closet  accommodation  is 
insufficient ;  the  owners  have  been  instructed  how  to  rectify 
this  nuisance.  The  privy  ashpit  system  is  gradually  being 
replaced  by  the  fresh  and  waste-water  system,  and  the 
Council  is  now  applying  for  powers  to  do  away  with  the  old 
method  of  emptying  ashpits,  &c.,  by  the  landlord  or  tenant, 
which  has  lately  given  rise  to  numerous  complaints  and  been 
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the  cause  of  a  great  deal  of  trouble.  During  the  year  nine 
houses  were  condemned,  three  of  these  were  demolished  and 
six  made  habitable.  The  average  number  of  persons  per 
house  in  this  district  is  about  four. 

In  the  Parishes  of  Bardsley,  Cross  Bank,  Waterloo, 
and  Little  Moss,  the  Parish  Councils  have  adopted  and  put 
into  operation  the  Lighting  and  Watching  Act. 

Water  Supply.— The  main  water  supply  is  obtained 
from  the  Ashton-under-Lyne,  Stalybridge,  and  Dukinfield 
joint  Water  Board,  and  Oldham  Corporation  Works.  A 
very  small  area  is  still  dependent  upon  springs  and  wells, 
but  being  the  upland  portion  of  the  District,  the  danger  of 
pollution  to  the  wells  is  remote. 

Drainage. — Three  Sewage  Works  are  in  use  for  the 
contributory  districts  of  Bardsley,  Cross  Bank,  and  Waterloo  ; 
the  works  for  Cross  Bank  being  situate  outside  the  bouudary 
of  the  Limehurst  Rural  District  Council.  Connections  in 
the  three  Parishes  are  being  rapidly  pushed  forward.  From 
personal  inspections,  I  find  that  the  house  drains  are,  with  a 
few  exceptions,  trapped  and  disconnected.  Several  conver¬ 
sions  to  the  waste  water  flush  closets  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  year.  A  scheme  to  deal  with  the  drainage  of  the 
Parishes  of  Little  Moss  and  Woodhouses  is  in  the  course  of 
preparation. 

Slaughter-Houses. — There  are  five  slaughter-houses 
in  the  district,  which  are  kept  under  strict  supervision, 
surprise  visits  being  frequently  made.  All  are  found  clean 
and  well  whitewashed. 

Offensive  Trades,  &c. — There  are  no  underground 
bakehouses  or  offensive  trades  within  the  district. 

Farms,  Cowsheds,  and  Dairies. — There  are  between 
120  and  130  farmsteads  in  your  district,  extending  over  a 
very  large  area.  Some  of  these  are  in  a  very  delapidated 
condition.  In  the  cowsheds  the  amount  of  air  space  per 
cow  is  insufficient,  and  is  detrimental  to  the  supply  of  pure 
milk.  Your  attention  has  previously  been  drawn  to  this 
matter.
